was described. So, also, in the King v. Wheeler, 
there was a similar variation between the patent 
and the specification. There the patent was for 
**a new method of preparing malt;’’ and upon 
the face of the specification it appeared that there 
was no new method of preparing malt, but a 
method of coloring beer with malt already pre- 
pared, In the present case, there would be found 
to be an equal variation. 

Mr. Tinxex and Mr. Rorcn, m support of 
the mjunction, read portions of the epecification, 
to show that there was no variation; that, in 
fact, a new'improvement of copper and other 
plate printing had been discovered; and in the 
specification this improvement was pointed out. 
The preparation of cards in the manner stated 
was part of that improvement, and could in po 
way be separated from it. . 

The Lory Ceancetton decided that the 
patent was good, and that there was not such a 
Variation in the specification as would authorise 
him in dissolving the injanction. 

Mr. Horxxg, Mr. SuGpes,and Mr. Lornnaixe 
were then’ heard at much length on the merits 
of the case. They argued that the specification 
was not sufficiently full, inasmuch ag it did net 
explain what was meant by the terms, ‘‘ the 
finest and purest chymica! white lead.’ The 
preparation of this white lead was a'secret; it 
was made up abroad; and if the article was asked 
for in gny chymist’s shop in London, it could 
not have been procured. This, they contended, 
was sufficient to render the patent of no avail; 
but there were other reasons why the injunction 
should be dissolved. These were adverted to 
by the Learned Counsel! at considerable length. 

Mr. Tix xy and Mr. Rotcu, against the mo- 
tion for the dissolution of the injunction, con- 
tended, that the patent had been openly and 
shamefaliy infringed by the defendants. With 
respect to the point urged on the other side as 
to the incompleteness of the specification, the 
Learned Counsel contended that there was no 
ground for the objection. It was true, that the 
preparation of white lead alluded to was made 
in a great we ay ome but it ‘was to be pur- 
chased in London by any one who chose to ask 
for it, at Ackermann’s shop in the Strand. If 
parties found any difficulty in the preparation of 
the lead required, it was their fault, and not that 
of the patentges. 

The Lornp-CHANceELLor said, the point now 
seemed to be, whether the specification was suf- 
ficiently full as to explain the nature of the pa- 
tent in adequate terms. The words used in the 
specification were, ‘‘ the finest and purest chy- 
mical whité lead.’’ ow, although, perhaps, 
the finest and purest white lead could have been 
procured at most chymist’s shops, yet, “the 
finest and purest denstest white lead,’’ could 
not be procured, end the apecifigation should 
have gone to state where such lead could have 
been procured. 

The injunction was dissolved, and with costs. 


Late Foreign Intelligence, 


From English Papers received at this Office, by the 
Sylvanus Jenkins, at New York. 














The Mimeguen Gazette relates proceedings, 
instituted by |the tribunab of that town, against 
eleven inhabitants of ;the village of Beck, for 
having on the night of the 23d of October last, 
forced two of their fellow-villagers from their 
beds, and yoked them half-naked to a plough, 
which they made them drag along the high-road, 
and ovér a piece of land, till the morning. 
This fact seems to have grown out of a singular 
custom, respectiég which the atove journal 
leaves us in the dark. These are the details:— 
Towards midnight, in consequence, it is suppos- 
ed, of a close intimacy that subsisted between a 
certain widow, M , at Beck, and a mili- 
tary pensioner, w hom she was about to marry,a 
crowd of people intruded jhemselves into her 
house, twq of them pulled her out of bed, and 
having tied her by the leg, dragged her into an 
vut-house. They then went in quest of her in- 
tended, and having secured him, took him tothe 
same place, tied a éord round his body, and yok- 
ed him with nothing on bit his shirt to a plough, 
which by dint of repeated blows they compelled 
the unfortunate pensioner to draw. The jour- 
nal of Nimeguen adds, that these excesses, 
called ploegdryeery, were accompanied with 


| such atrocious circumstances as scarcely to be 


credited in the 19th century, especially in the 
Netherlands, where eivilization is so far advanc- 
ed; and that a parallel must be sought in the 
dark ages. Two of the accused were sentenced 
to two omens a half imprisonment; one to 
{wo years; three to three months; four to one 
inonth; and the whole to a fine of 25 or 8 florins. 
Only one was acquitted.—Brussels Telegraph.

the snow, or owing to the slipperiness of the 
footing and the convexity of the road, the Duke 
of Northuinberland’s carriage was reeled for 
some paces, and, in gpite of the efforts to avert 
the catastrophe, at last fell over on one side. His 
Grace, who was unattended, except by a single 
servant, we regret to mention, received a slight 
hurt on the shoulder by this accident, but con- 
sidering the nature of this upset, and the serious 
damage done to the chariot, he may be said to 
have very providentially escaped. It was then 
about 5 o'clock, A. Mi, and as the frost was in- 
tense, the unpleasaft situation of the Noble 
Duke, particularly after his night’s fatigue, may 
be easily imagined. But the exertion of the 
post-boys, and his Grace's valet, together with 
some casual assistance which happened to be- 
come available, enabled the whole party to re- 
sume their journey in a short time. The Duke 
of Nutthumberland accordingly reached the 
Crown inn, Boroughbridge for breakfast, where 
the landlord, Mr. Stott, administered every pos- 
sible comfort to his Noble guest, and hed the 
pannels of the chariot, &c., put in such a state 
of repair, as would enable his Grace to enjoy 
hus travelling equipage in safety, for the rest of 
the way to Alnwin’ Castle.—Leeds Intel.

| tion the unfortunate accused had left to him was 
the publicity of the proceedings against him.— 
| Of that protection they deprived him by Me. 
A.’s forcible expulsion. ‘the sailor was co 

victed, and sentenced to five years’ service in 
the navy. Mr. Acland advocated his case edi- 
torially, raised a subscription for his support ia 
prison, memorialised the lords of the treaswry— 
and proved him innocent.

SPEECHES OF 
MR. PEEL AND MK. BROUGNAM. 


BRiTISH HOUSE OF COMMONS, Feb. 5. 

Mr. PEEL said, his hon. friend who spoke 
last, hia hon. friend the member for Ripon, and 
his hon. friend opposite the member for Dorset, 
would at least believe, that nearly the most 
painful circumstance that could be imposed ona 
public man in the performance of a public dity, 
must be when, after long acting with a number 
of individuals,—after proceeding in concurrence 
with them to the utmost of your power in a par- 
ticular course of policy, you are called on, by 
peculiar citeumstances, to separate from them. 
To separate from men for whose integrity, abili- 
ty, and conscientious conviction of feeling, he 
entertained, and always should entertain, the 
profoundest sentiments of respect, must certainly 
be counted amongst the severest sacrifices of 
public life. But he trusted that his hon. friends 
would admit this—namely, that His Majesty’s 
ministers stood in a situation diferent from that 
in which they ‘were placed—that they had ac- 
cess to information which his hon. friends had 
not; and above all, that they stood in « peeuliar 
relation to His Majesty, by which they had con- 
tracted an obligation, as responsible servants of 
the Crown, from which they could not relieve 
themselves by any reference to past declara- 
rations. or past circumstances. from the duty of 
giving the best advice which they could form as 
tojany meesure, under the then existing situation 
of affairs. (Hear, hear.) That was their duty, 
andi whatever might have been the understand- 
ing on which governments had been formed, 
with respect to the Catholic question, and what- 
ever might have been the reservations which in- 
dividuals had made when entering into the ser- 
vice of the Crown, such understandings and such 
reservations did not absolve them from the pera- 
mount duty of offering advice and betng-respon- 
sible for it. He did not mean to answer the expres! 
sions of reproach which had fallen from his Hon. 
friends.. He admired them for retaining their 
ppinions, and he only asked them whether they 
would wish Ministers to retain those opiniong, 
when they appeared to be incompatible with 7 
great interests they wpre called on to guard? If 
Ministers believe that adherenge to resiétance 
against the Roman Catholics ought to cease—if 
they thought that, on the whbdle, it would be 
better for the interests of the country, and for 
the Protestant interest, to take into considera- 
tion the entire condition of Ireland, it was their 
duty, with reference (to those interests which 
they had a common benefit in preserving, to give 
that advice. (Hear, hear.} And he would gay, 
that thera was, under present circumstances, 
less of evil, and less of danger, in considering 
the whole condition of Ireland, than in any othier 

course whieh he could point out. (Hear, 
‘hear.) He pretended to no new lights on the 
Catholic question. He retained ‘the opinign 
which he formerly expressed in reference to that 
question. He sawthe dangers which he here- 
tofore felt, as connected with that subject; but 
he had no hesitation in saying, that the pres- 
sure of present circumstances was so great, that 
he was willing to incur those dangers; rather 
than, in the existing state’ and situation of the 
country, to endure not only the continuance, 
but the aggravation of the present system.— 
(Hear, hear.) The opinions which he had here- 
tofore éxpressed on the Catholic question he still 
retained,—iut he must say, that looking to the 
position of the country,—looking to the position 
of the legislature—looking to the disunion which 
had prevailed between his Majesty's Ministers, 
—looking lo the disunion which for several years 
had marked the proceedings of two branches, of 
the legislature, and looking to the effect which 
these two causes produced on the state of Ife- 
land;—considering these tlrings, he must say, 
that there appeared to him to be sufficient rea- 
sons to induce, him to accept of almost any al- 
ternative. (Hear, hear.) 

For the last 25 years—ever since the year 
18 4—there had been a division in the King’s 
Councils respecting the Catholic question. The 
Government of this country during that period 
had taken a consistent course in resisting the cons 
sideration of that question; but at the sdme time 
they had allowed men holding different opinions 
respecting it to join the Administration., When 
Mr. Pitt returned to office, in [804, it was noto- 
riously on the principle of concession. | Yet he 
took a diferent course on justifiable grounds. 
He was content, if not to fesist, yet not to ad- 
vance concession at that time. Circunistances 
then prevented him from fellowing up his own 
opinion, and calling for a settlement of this 
question. In 1806, when Mr. Pitt’s administra- 
tion was broken up, and that of Lord Grenville 
and Mr. Fox was formed, the principle laid 
down with respect to this question was that of

- They had seen 
Lord ‘Lieutenants favorable to concessions, and 
others unfavorable; they had seen Irish adminis- 
tfations where the Lord Lieutenant and chief 
secretary were united in opinion, but were 
obliged to act under the guidance of a Govern- 
mont disunited here ;—they had, also seen admi- 
nistrations in that country where those two offi- 
differed: on essential points, Whether, 
however, the members of the Irish administra- 
were disunited or agreed, in point of fact, 
the ‘disunion here placed Ireland in such a state 
at was highly prejudicial to the interests of the 
empire. Ireland ought not, therefore, to be left 
with respect to this great questién in such an 
Weeatisfactory situation. On these grounds he 
ld contend, that chore wes ewuflvagt reader 
for voming to this conclusion—that ‘matters 
ought not, and in truth coukd not, remain as 
they were. Now he asked kis hon. friends, 
(who, he believed, would hardly contest this 
proposition, that it was‘scarcely for the benefit 
“Presestant lishment that this ques- 
tion should remein as it wa3,) teseked them to 
consider how it was to be met? Was it possivre+ 
to set it at rest by forming an administration of 
persons prepared to resist concessions jto the 
Catholics? Was it pbdssible to do this in the 
present staté, of the public mind,—in the present 
state of public feeling and opinion? [Hear.] If 
it be admitted that matters could’ not remain as 
they were,-and that disunion in His Majesty’s 
councils ought to be prevented, let the legisia- 
ture fairly and dispassionately consider what can 
be done. And first, let them inquite whether a 
Minister, anxious to;support the established re- 
ligion, and to conduct the affairs of the country 
with benefit and success, could form an Admi- 
nistratiog on the principle of permanent resist- 
ahee to any concession to the Roman Catholics? 
He repeated, on the principle of permanent re- 
sistance, because he could see no advantage thet 
an Adiuipistration could derive from lonmeanly 
resistance to the Roman Catholics; for if tempo- 
rary resistance, founded merely on passive cir- 
cumstances, be resorted to, that administration 
which adupted such a course at once admitted 
and conceded the abstract principle. {Hear, 
hear.] If they declared that there Were some 
reasens which, ata particular moment, pressed 
on them, as forming a sufficient cause for a re- 
fusal of concession, they ¢oncetled this point— 
that when those reasons were removed, the boon 
ought to be granted. [Hear.] For his own 
part, he never saw any advantage fhat could 
result from opposing the Roinan Catholics on 
temporary grounds. The inevitable result of 
placing resistance on such grounds as the ex- 
pression of strong opinions, or the frequency of 
public meetings, the object of which might be 
to prevent the Government from pursuing its 
own line of policy, would be to prevent conces- 
sions, but to prevent them on unfair groands.— 
He did not think it fair that permanent resist- 
ance should arise out of temporary grounds of 
expediency.. Lie did not, therefore, think it 
would be good for the coéntry that a govern- 
meat should be formed upon the principle of 
permanest, unqualified, and éncompromising re- 
sistance to the Catholic claims. He, for one, 
could npt advise His Majesty to attempt the 
formation of such a government, because he 
thought not only that it would fail, but that it 
would compel the settlement of the Catholic 
question at last; while, in the interim, those. 
embittering animosities would have so far in- 
creased as to make the settlement of the ques- 
tion much more difficult then than it would have, 
been before the cofistitution of such a govern-' 
ment. Considering that in the last session of 
Parliament a majority of that house had decided 
in favor of concessions to the Roman Catholics, 
to oppose concessions would be to stand against 
an actual majority of the house, and any admi- 
nistration formed upon the principle of eternal 
and ancompromising resistance to the Catholic 
claims must ever have found itself in positive 
minorities. Was there the Jeast chance that 
such a government could carry through Parlia- 
ment those meagures which a rigid adherence to 
the principle on which it had been founded would 
render necessary? These were matters which 
he thought that his hon. friends would not re- 
fuse to také into their condideration; but he was 
quite eure they must see how absolutely neces- 
sary it was that they should not be overlooked 
by any man who was called upon to advise the 
Crown,

The 
tousd of Commons elected in 1812 voted also 
in favour of the consideration, by a majority of 
264 to 224., The House of Commons elected in 
1818, wilied was the only. exception in these 


five Parliaments, resisted the consideration of 
the question, but gnly by a mmajority of two, 
the numbers being dis to 2453 The House of 
Commons elected in 1820 passéd in 182i a bill 
for the relief of the Roman Catholics by a ma- 
jority of 19.

the Government, and out of doors, had materi- 
ally changed the elements of their calculations 
on this subject. If it were necessary that there 
should be a anited Government—if on the most 
important of questions which could be comaut- 
ted to the discretion of Ministers, it be ‘of any 
moment that they should act with union and con- 
cert, there was'only one of two alternatives, to 
choose—either that the Catholic question should 
be made a cabjnet question, with & determina- 
tion to carry it, or that opposition and perpetual 
resistance to jt should be offered. For he 
quite agreed with the hon. member who last 
spoke, that it was quite childish to think to form 
a Government on the principle of not resis‘j.g 
the question for ever, but only for six months, a 
year, or any indefinite period—which meant till 
circumstances changed. Either the Govern- 
ment must be united to carry the question or to 
oppose it, and united if at all to resist it perpe- 
tually, as a cardinal point. ‘That is an impoasi-

Peel) had unfortunately for his country continu- 
edto think that never should those claims be 
listened to, he must have formed a cabinet by 
himself, for the purpose of administering the go- 
vernment of the country, except perhaps with 
one or two on that bench (pointing to his own 
side of the house) and on tha-c#e fmimediately 
opposite, and one or tre persons in another place, 
who not more particluarly allude to, 
tte hon. gentlenfan must have stood alone, with 
these exceptions} to form a cabinet. He would 
not say that to compose such a cabinet was phy- 
sically, but it was politically impossible. That 
being the case, there was one subject for the 
deep consideration of the house, namely,—the 
change of circumstances, which justified men for 
now supporting a question they had formerly re- 
sisted. But he would not now remind them o/ 
the late events which had taken place. Was’ it 
expedient that the Government of this country 
should be committed to the hands of the King’s 
servants to be administered in England and Ire- 
land,—to the regular constituted authorities,— 
the Lord-Lieutenant, the magistracy, the fune- 
tionaries of the state, aided by the military?— 
Was that the regular form of the English and 
Irish government? Has the Irish government of 
late been so administered? Has the power of 
the state in Ireland been effectually in the hands 
of the constituted authorities, or has it not been 
substantially administered by the Roman Catho- 
lic Association? That was a state of thin 
which would not do. (Hear.) The friends of 
the Catholic Association, the Catholic Assocja- 
tion themselves, they who deem its existence the 
unavoidable consequence of the grievances of the 
Catholic body, must alike concur in deprecating 
the continuance of a state of things utterly incon- 
sistent with the safety of the Government and 
the peace ofIreland. Are there more ways than 
one of putting an end to this state of things?— 
He believed that no man living would take upon 
himself to answer for the possibility of putting 
down the Catholic Association by any means but 
one, and that was by concession. This brought 
him to that part of the King’s speech (which on 
this, as on every other occasion, he treated as 
the speech of ministers) upon which almost alone 
he felt any disposition.to comment with any de- 
gree of harshness. 

He did infinitely wish that the measure grant- 
ing relief to the Catholics had preceded instead 
of following (hear) the other measure, which it 
may be in the contemplation of the Government 
to recommend to Parliament, for this simple rea- 
son. He was as clearly convinced as he was of 
his own existence, if the two measures had been 

roposed in this succession, the carrying ef the 
Brat would have rendered the propounding of the 
second unnecessary—would have put an end to 
the Catholic Association, and the association 
otiginally created by the existence of a wrong 
would have died a natural death on the applica- 
tion of a remedy. This consideration, however, 
woald not at all disincline him to listen to any 
proposition which should be made by the Go- 
vernment on their responsibility, trusting that it 
would be so framed as clearly to be consistent 
with the general principles of our constitution, 
and that it might not call upon Parliament to 
exercise that most hateful discretion, either of 
rejecting a measure which might be necessary 
for the relief of the Catholic body, by its being 
coupled with Catholic emancipation, or to adopt 
that measure at the expense of the constitution 
—an injury too great even for so much benefit. 
He meant distinctly this,—that great as was the 
value of restoring religious pene as well as po- 
litieal tranquility, yet if. was only te be 
granted by Parliament as the purchase, the con- 
sideration for Parliament arming the Crown

ce that he ever had or ever would offer 

them advice,—and if they had ever condescend- 

ed to listen to such advice, he never more ear- 
nestly or more deliberately than he did now, 
anxiously entreated them, implored them, con- 
jured them, by a regard for their own honour, 
for their own interests, for the interests of the 
empire at large, for the peace of the country, 
but above all, for the success of their own great

the question, in doors and eut of doors, and at 
once freely, unasked he had almost said, but he

Nothing could preveut the question from being 
carried, except- the continuance of the Catholic 
Association and other public meetings, when all 
real and substantial occasions for that associa- 
tion and that meeting must be admitted by all 
impartial and considerate men to be from this 
night entirely at an end. On an occasion like 
the present it would be quite useless in him to 
say, that, laying aside all personal feelings and 
party prepossessions, he concurred in the great 
and good work jugt on the point of being accom- 
plished. Who can stop to ask ty whom it was 
done, so that only it was done? Who can stop 
to inquire what party in the state, in the cabinet, 
in doors or out of doors, is to derive advantage, 
when so great and imestimable an advantages 
secured to the country as civil peace and reli- 
gious tranquility, quietness at home, and indepen- 
dence abroad? Nothing should tempt him to 
stop a single instant to look to persons or to 
think of parties. We are all united, at least for 
a while, in forwarding this good work. As to 
party squabbles and contentions, there will be 
abundance of time for going through them after 
completing this measure, and thus rendering the 
most lasting, the most general, and the most 
valuable benefit to the country which, he would 
venture to say, Parliament had rendered for the 
last century. (Cheers.)

Broveua, on the great question of Catno- 
Lic Emancipation; having reason to be- 
lieve that they will be acceptable to many 
of our readers, though a brief sketch of the 
first was given yesterday. They may be 
properly accompanied by the commentary 
of a leading journal on each side of the ques- 
tion. The Mornine Curonicte, after ob- 
serving that the question which has so long 
agitated the empire, from one extremity to 
the other, may now be considered fairly set- 
tled, proceeds :—* Posterity will be as much 
surprised at the obstinacy with which the 
concession of the Catholic Claims has so 
long been opposed, as we are at the fer- 
ment into which our forefathers were thrown 
by Popish plots; and may perhaps be un- 
able to account for the encomiums so lavish- 
ly bestowed last night on the Duke of Wel- 
lington, for bringing about a settlement of 
this question. Yet, however incomprehen- 
sible this language may be in after ages, the 
praise is not the less deserved. The merit 
of a statesmah is to be estimated, not by the 
resistance which he would have had to en- 
counter in a future age,’ but what he en- 
countered in his own. It may be difficult 
for men endowed with a common measure 
of understanding to comprehend hereafter 
the cause of the hallucination under which 
the opponents of Emancipation laboured ; 
but the obstinacy of its resistance to reason 
is sufficiently demonstrated by the failure of 
almost evety statesman of eminence in this 
country in their endeavours to tranquilize 
Ireland by means of doing justice to the Ca- 
tholics. Something may be due to fortune; 
but every man cannot take the tide at the 
flood which leads on to fortune; and be who 
is so uniformly fortunate in his undertakings 
must be deserving of his fortune, though he 
himself may not be very fortunate in his en- 
deavours to explain why he is so. Mr. Peel 
was extremely happy in his exposition of the 
reasons by which he was determined to as- 
sent to Emancipation. ‘The wonder is not 
that he should see these things now, but that 
he should not have seen them long ago— 
not that he should have arrived at the egn- 
clusion now that things ought not to remain 
as they are, but that he ever arrived at any 
other conclusion. The right honorable gén- 
tleman was, perhaps, suffering under pn 
opthalmia, caught at Oxford, which the Duke 
of Wellington succeeded in curing. _ How- 
ever this may be, let us thank God for bis 
now seeing 2s clearly as if he had never had 
any dimness of vision. The factis, that the 
moment the Duke of Wellington declared 
in favour of concession, there Was no use in 
being blind any longer; for, as was strongly 
but truly observed by Mr. Brougham, the 
formation of a Cabinet on the principld of 
continued resistance to the Catholic claims 
wes impossible. We know of nothing 





which so soon opens the eyes of men as 
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codsiderafions of an urgent nature connect 
‘ed with themseives personally. The dis- 


Hl Giacted state of Ireland was an evil—the 


dagreement of the Cabinet with regard to 
| eoaccssion, paralysing, as it did, the action 
of Government, was also an evil; but these 
evils might have been borne with long 
enough; but the quitting one Administration 
without the hope of ever forming part of ano- 
ther, was an evil which could not be borne 
with. Lord Eldon belongs to another age; and 
aspecch from an old puritan divine, recom- 
mending forbearance to presumed witches, 
would not have more surprised his hearers, 
than a single liberal sentiment froin his lord- 
ship would surprise the present generation. 
What a havoc in the Protestant Constitution 
has he been doomed to see!—first the repeal! 
of the Test Laws, and now the repeal of 
the last vestiges of the Penal Laws against 
the Catholics. Sad inrods these on the 
wisdom of our ancestors, But we will not 
waste words on the few unimportant advo- 
cates which the cause of bigotry still has in 
the two Houses of Parliament. We. find 
metal more attractive in the hearty congra- 
tulations from all sides on the great triumph 
obtained by the cause of justice and policy. 
We trust that the sanguine anticipations to 
which expression was yesterday given will 
be realized in their utmost extent—that the 
distinctions of religion will hereafter be lost 
in the grand distinction of a united peo- 
ple.” 

The Sraxparp says—“The whole scope 
of Mr. Peel’s argument may be disposed 
under the head of danger, and under that of 
some supposed impossibility of carrying on 
the Government longer, by a divided Cabinet, 
and a like impossibility of substituting an 
united one. ‘The danger, he tells us, is 
great: but he also intimates that it is secret. 
We reply that it is his duty to disclose it be- 
fore asking us to evade it by a surrender of 
the Constitution. Ministers are called, as 
Lord Wellesley truly said, to administer, not 
to change, the constitution. Confidence they 
may fairly require for a temporary expedient, 
but surely it is to, much to ask permission to 
subvert the fundamental principles of the 
state upon unexplained grounds; for our- 
selves, we can surinise no danger so great 
as the abandonment of the Protestant ascend- 
ancy; and if the people of England think 
differently, we tell them that their Constitu- 
tion is no longer in danger, it is already lost. 
What, make a surrender of our Constitution 
in alarm at a danger which Migsters will 
not describe? Were all the great men that 
have directed the councils of this empire, 
from Wolsey to Wellington, collected into 
one Cabinet, they would have no right to 
demand such an implicit reliance. But if 
Mr. Peel in this argument of danger exorbi- 
tantly overrates the pretensions of any Ad- 
‘ministration, in hie hypethevie thet no united 
Cabinet could be formed, he no less _exor- 
bitantly overrates the qualifications neces- 
sary for a Minister. Both naistakes are in- 
deed natural. Twelve months ago, men of 
a short sight might have said, as such men 
did say, that no adequate successor for Mr. 
Huskisson and Lord Dudley could be found, 
we held thé opposit doctrine; and Sir George 
Murray and Lord Aberdeen have proved 
that we were right. Now, we say, that 
were the present Administration dissolved 
to-morrow, one in every respect adequate to 
carry on the Government could be formed 
out of the Protestant members of the Legis- 
lature—an Administration which would pos- 
sess the confidence of the people of England, 
in a higher degree than any Administration 
of the last twenty-seven years; the House of 
Commons might become unmanageable, but 
the people would soon give one which should 
not be so.”

and the dearest wish of my heart: and I must 
confess that, in assiduously labouring at this 
history ef the first discovery of our country, I 
have been chiefly animated by the hope, that 
the imterest of the subject would cause the 
work to remain among my countrymen, and with 
it a remembrance of the author, when all the 
frail productiors of his fancy might have perish- 
ed and been forgotten.’’

INTERESTING FROM GUAYAQUIL. 

The Editors of the Baltimore Commercial 
Chronicle and Daily Marylander, have been po- 
litely favored, by an esteemed friend, with the 
following extract from a letter, from an officer 
of U. 8. schr. Dolphin dated 

GuaraQuitL, 17th Dec. 1828. 

‘*In my last I did not mention any of the oc- 
currences which have taken place here, as re- 
gards the blockade of the Columbian ports, by 
the Peruvians; nor any thing very particular re- 
specting our own movement. I enclose to you, 
Guayaquil papers, from which you will be able 
to gather more information than I can well give 
you—the account of their victory is a partial one, 
as you may suppose. When we wefe about en- 
tering the river in October last, we were pursued 
by the Peruvian frigate Presidente, Admiral 
Guise, and the Corvette La Libertad, Captain 
Boterin; and while lying off the town of Pana, 
waiting for a pilot, La Libertad came to an an- 
chor, at the mouth of the channel, and sent a 
boat aboard of us to say, that we could not enter 
the river, and that if we did enter without com- 
municating with the Admiral, he would not per- 
mit us to go out. Our captam Augick replied, 
that he had received orders from his command- 
ing officer, to proceed to the city of Guayaquil, 
and that those orders were written with the 
knowledge of the blockade—that our Govern- 
ment, and in fact the Law of Nations, did not 
recognize a blockade ds extending to neutral na- 
tional vessels of war: and under these circum- 
stances he had no choice, other than to proceed 
up the river to the city unless prevented by force. 
Before the boat could return to the corvette, we 
were within pistol shot off her, when the Admi- 
ral, who was some distance from us, fired a gun, 
supposed by us, a signal for the corvette, but this 
she did not think proper to obey at that moment. 
The admiral fired ancther gun towards us, and 
before the corvette fired, we were a eonsider- 
able distance from her; and when entirely out of 
her reach, she blazed away five guns which fell 
astern. Remaining here about ten days, we 
proceeded to Panama—and off Panas, the Lib- 
ertad saw us and made sail—she could not over- 
tuke us, nor did we wish to avoid her, but bav- 
ing nothing to communicate our Captain did not 
choose to gu out of his course. When we got to 
sea, we fell in with;the Admiral, showed colours, 
and parted. 

‘* While at Panma, we saw the Commander 
of the Colombian ship Pichizcha, who was sent 
there for troops, but the crew mutinied, and he 
just escaped with his life—the mutineers took 
the ship to Payta, and delivered her up fo the 
Peruvians. 

** During our absence from this e¢ity, the 
blockading squadron, consisting of a frigate, 
corvette, a schooner, and two laanches, pro- 
ceeded up to the city, attacked it, and, to the 
shame of the Colombians, though the squadron 
had been in their waters for several weeks, they 
were taken by surprise, and the first broad side 
from the frigate battered down a fort, a shott 
distance below the city, which mounted seven 
large brass pieces, but defended by only sixteen 
men. She sent her boats on shore and spiked 
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threwn across the river, on which the frigate 
hung ‘nearly twenty miautes before she could 
slacken it, and if the fort had been well manned, 
ead the guns well wosked, the frigate could have 
been blown to pieces. The - ron lay in front 
of the city three days, and fired 8000 shot, 
which did considerable damage te the houses.—- 
They endeavoured to effect a landing in their 
boats, but were repulsed with great loess. i 
the first night, a small fort was thrown up, 

one gun placed in it, which was directed with 
good effect against the frigate, which had 
grounded nearly opposite, and it was at this 
time that the brave and intrepid Admiral Geise 
was blown to pieces, by his gun, while stands 

in the gangway. It is renorted that after be 
grounded he shot his pilot. Captain Boterin, 
taking command of the frigate, thought it best 
to drop down the river at Panta Piedra, fileen 
miles below the city. On our return from Pa- 
nama, we immediately proceeded up the river, 
and on the morning of the 22d, we were 

to abreast the squadron; a boat was sent aboatd 
of us, with the Admiral’s compliments to our 
Captain, and after a short conversation, 
boarding officer said, that the Admiral 
we were going down with the next ebb: “Ne, 
sir,’’ sade Captain Aulick, “ with the next 
flood I shall proceed to the city of Guayaquil, 
but would wait on the Admiral in the ing.”” 
Captain Boterm wished to keep the death of 
Admiral a secret, supposing it was not knewnin 
the city. On Captain Aulick visiting the frigate, 
Captain Boterin protested in writing te his pro= 
ceeding up to the city; and after a / 
versation of some minutes, our Captain teld Bo- 
terin, that if he fired into him, he would returm 
his fire and strike his colours; and in sech em 
event, he (Boterin) would be considered as 
enemy, and would have the guns of all the f 
reign squadrons in the Pacific directed against 
hun. We immediately proceeded, about 10, A, 
M. and got under way without any molestation:

I take it for granted, too, 
that, wherever she goes, she figures in the same 
parts that she has exhibited here; and this is 
but fair and reasonable. Now, all things con- 
sidered, this is excessive labour for little profit, 
as I understand few stars get more for their va- 
luable services than two hundred dollars « 
night, with the addition of one or two benefits, 
I would suggest the propriety of a meeting of 
the play-going part of the community, to teke 
the hardships of the case into consideration, 
and try whether a string of suitable resolutions, 
which I engage to furnish, cut and dried, will not 
At such a 
meeting, if I can find a reasonable person to se- 
cond me,I will propose that the present paltry 
allowance to these brilliant wanderers be in- 
creased fifty per cent. with a free benefit every 
third night. This being carried, I shall move 
the following—that, whenever the profits of the 
evening amount to more than double the pay of 
said star, the surplus be paid over to him or her, 
without hesitation or delay, and in case the 
whole profits fall short of the pay agreed for, 
that the manager be obliged to make it good; 
and further, that whenever the whole receipts 
are less than the expenses of the house, the 
said manager be compelled to pocket the loss. 
I have not quite made up my mind, but shall 
probably add—that, in case said star feel dis- 
posed to be dissatisfied after all the provisions 
aforesaid shall have been guaranteed, the dis- 
pute shall be settled by reference to any other 
three stars in the country, to be chosen by the 
complainant; and, should the award be in favor 
of said complaining star, which is not improba- 
ble, that then the additional remuneration shall 
be made up by deducting a portion, never to ex- 
ceed a moiety, from the salaries of the indivi- 
duals composing the regular corps. 

My attention has been drawn to the subject 
at this time, by seeing three of Murpny’s 
comedies advertised for performance daring Miss 
Kewiy’s engagement. This would be imposing 
a task on the lady, more severe, I fear, than her 
nerves could bear. Such exertion would certain- 
ly cause a head-ache or the vapours. If the 
question is not impertinent, I should like to ask 
on what evenings she means to appear in those 
three plays; as she seems to be announced for 
a greater number of pieces than there are nights 
remaining of her engagement. Was this a mere 
flourish? or does the actress intend to play by 
proxy? or does she mean, «cording to the 
phrase used on such important occasions, kindly , 
to consent to a re-engagement, for as many 
nights more.

34, 
The rule issued against John P. Sheldon, upon 
the information merely of the attorney general, 
without affidavit. 4th, That information does 
not allege that any party toa suit has been injur- 
od by the publication, and consequently could not 
be maintained by the court on that groand. Sth, 
This information does, however, doubtless con- 
tain the very head and front of what the Judges 
considered the offence of Jehn P. Sheldon, viz: 
publishing matters manifestly scandalous and 
contemptuous of and concerning the Court, its 
judicial proceedings, and the judges thereof — 
But the publication was not made in open Court, 
nor even at the time of its session, there could 
not therefore be any thing contemptuous or 
scandalous against the court, or its judicial pro- 
ceedings, and if there was, under the existing 
circumstances, it could not be noticed by the 
court, for John P. Sheldon was not a party to 
any ¢suse pending therein, nor had he published 
any thing by which the rights of parties could be 
jeopardized. 6th, The whole offence of Johan P. 
Sheldon seems then tobe comprised in this. His 
publishing matters manifestly scandalous and 
contempt f William Woodbridge and Hen- 
ry Chipman, who happen, whether worthy or 
otherwise, their fellow citizens will determine, to 
be Judges of the Supreme Court of the Territory 
of Michigan.

“ sUWSE PON THE ALPS. 

At the heighgof 1422 toises above the level 
of the sea, the beauty of the evening and the 
magnificence of the scenery which the set- 
ting sun presented, consoled me for the bad 
weather which I had experienced. The va- 
pours of the er which like fine gauze mo- 
derated the splendor of the sun, half con- 
cealed the iinmense extent which we had 
under our feet, while it formed a girdle of the 
finest purple, embracing all the western 
part of the horizon. On the other hand, 
towards the east, the snows at the base of 
Mont Blanc, tinged with this purple light, 
exhibited the most magnificent and singular 
spectacle. In proportion as the vapour fell 
on account of its condensation, this girdle 
became narrower, and more coloured; it ap- 
peared, in fine, of a blood red; and, at the 
same instant, the small clouds which were 
rising above this cordon, emitted a light of 
greater vivacity, soas toappear like stars or 
fiery meteors. 

I returned thither when night was entirely 
shut in: the sky was then perfectly clear and 
without clouds; the vapour was seen only in 
the bottom of the glens; the stars shone clear, 
but destitute of every kind of scintillation, 
and shed, on the summits of the mountains, 
a light extremely feeble and paie, though 
sufficient to distinguish their masses and their 
distances. ‘The calm and profound silence 
which prevailed in this vast extent, raised 
the imagination still higher, and inspired a 
sort of terror. I thought I had survived the 
universe, and saw its ruins under my feet. 
Yet, sad as such reflections really are, they 
possess an attractive interest which it is dif- 
ficult to resist. 1 turned most frequently 
towards the obscure solitude which was on 
the side of Mont Blanc, where the snows 
gave a clear phosphorescent-like light, and 
imparted still the idea of motion and life; 
but the keenness of the air on this isolated 
peak soon forced me to retire to my cabin.

Even his 
performance of the inferior characters of the 
drama would be objectionable, if there was 
nothing to render him ridiculous but ore of the 
vilest figures that has been seen either on or off 
the stage: and if his mind was half s0 well quali- 
fied for the conception of Richard the Third, 
which he is shortly to appear in, as his persoa is 
suited to the deformities with which the tyrant 
ia said to have been distinguished from hie 
brothers, his success would be unequivecal. As 
to his Hamlet, it was one of the most terrible 
misrepresentations to which tre has 
ever been subject. Without grace or dignity he

wounds or death, the offender is to be pu- 
nished in the first case, by the interdiction of 
all his “civic, civil, and family rights,’ for 
a”-period not less than three years, and not 
exceeding five, and in the second for not ex- 
ceeding ten, and not less than five.” 


The subject of concession to the Catholics 
was still alinost the only one which engaged 
the attention of Parliament and of the publie.

The following is an extract from a létier writ- 
ten by the father of the young gentieman who 
had Swearingen arrested in New Orleans, to his 
} fread m this place, dated 

Pirresvran, 27th March, 1829. 

**You have no doubt heard through the News- 
papers, an account of the arrest of Swranrrn- 
GES, (who it i believed, inhumanly murdered 
his wife.) He was arrested at the instance of 
my son John I, L. Ramsey, at N. Orleans, as! 
am informed by my neighbour Mr. Leech, who 
has just retarned on. board a steam-boat to this 
place, and who was present during the transac- 
1108 of Swear *s apprehension. 

John R. was in the store of a Mr. Sloo, when 
Swearingen came in, and alihough he had dis- 
gawed himself much, he knew him, and stepped 
out and made known to some of his acquaintan- 
ces that he had discovered a murderer. Mr. 
Leech and others advised him strenuously to 
lodge a complaint to the Mayor, which he did. 
The officers were immediately procured, a per- 
son watched his movements in the mean time, 
and discovered him to go on board a flat boat 
loaded with corn, where he entered on the top 
of the roof and had a hole made down amongst 
the corn, where he was secreted and armed 
with a loaded rifle, pistol and dirk. 

The officers came on him before he was aware 
of it, however, he drew his dirk, the Sheriff with 
a cocked pistol at iis breast, and another per- 
son with a dirk threatened him with death if he 
resisted, and he gave himself up; he was then 
secured by tying, though he made two ineflec- 
twal attempts to break off; he called himself 
Thomas Martin from Hopkinsville, Kentucky; 
and had his saddiebage s0 marked. John cal- 

Jed another witness who knew hitn. Durimg his 
examination, he discovered John im the crowd, 
and asked a man pointing at the time, if that 
young man was not Ramsey, he wastold he was; 
he then acknowledged his name to be Swearin- 
gen, but said he was not the one alluded to.— 
Now the Governor of Maryland may demand him 
at any time he pleases; he is safely committed 
to the Jail of Orleans. 





From the Cincinnati (Ohio) Gazette, March 30. 
STEAM BOAT TALMA. 

This boat, with a valuable cargo chiefly dry 
goods, from Pittsburgh to Franklin, Missouri, met 
with an unpleasant accident, twelve miles below 
St. Louis, on the 17th instant. A fire was dis- 
covered im the hold, and in order to save her she 
was immediately run into shallow water and 
scuttled. About three feet water was introduced 
into her hold, and a considerable quantity thrown 
in through the hatches before the fire was extin- 
guished. The boat was not materially injured. 
She was without difficulty pumped ont, and pro- 
ceeded io St. Louis, where every pains were 
taken to dry and preserve the cargo. We are not 
informed of the extent of the injury to the cargo. 
As it was principally dry goods, it is supposed 
the damage may not exceed $10 or 12,000. In- 
surance to the amount of $20,000 had been ef- 
fected on the cargo at the Cincinnati offices.— 
As the value of the whole cargo is estimated at 
considerably more than $100,000, the proportion 
of lose that may fall upon our offices, cannot be 
known, until all the particulars of the injury 
are ascertained. We have been informed, how- 
ever, that it will not be more than 8 to 5,000 
dollars.
